objects to raising postal rates, 
that is news.

Whatever the basis for his 


recommendations, 
the 
two 


classes of mail involved have 
been suffering from declining 
use by the public. Parcel post 
mail has been losing volume to 
competition 
from 
private 


carriers, which frequently are 
able to provide much faster 
service at lower cost. 


Last year airmail volume was 


1.6 billion pieces, down from 2 
billion pieces in 1967. A 10 per 
cent airmail rate increase was 
put into effect last May, along 
with other "temporary" in- 
creases. 


The examiner has recom- 


mended an additional 4.6 per 
cent increase in parcel post rates 
and a whopping 18 per cent in- 
crease in airmail. Postal of- 
ficials fear the increases will 
hasten the decline in use of these 
mail categories. They are 
correct in their logic. The only 
reason first-class mail continues 
to increase in volume despite 
frequent rate increases is the 
government's 
prohibition 


against private competition in 
this category. 


What happens when private 


enterprise is free to compete has 
been amply demonstrated in the 
other 
classes 
of 
mail.—

3 Million Housing Units Likely

NEW YORK (AP) — It is 


possible though not probable 
this year that, for the first time 
in their history, Americans will 
build three million or more 
housing units in one year. 


Factors exist that make the 


goal appear within reach: pop- 
ulation growth and movement, 
family formations, the avail- 
ability of mortgage and build- 
ing funds, pent up demand, af- 
fluent second-home buyers. 


Following immediately after 


a big year in 1971, when more 
than two million units were 
built, the 1972 projections in- 
dicate that America is on its 
way toward solving one of its 
most distressing problems, that 
of decent housing. 


But in doing so, it may be 


creating other-challenges that 
if not successfully resolved will 
mean more problems. 


One of the developing chal- 


lenges concerns mobile homes. 
Once they weren't even counted 
in the housing statistics. Now 
they are being built at the rate 
of more than half a million 
units a year, and appear to be 
a permanent feature of the 
housing industry. 


This means that towns must 


adjust their tax rates as great- 
er burdens are placed by mo- 
bile homes on utilities, schools, 
police and fire departments and 
other civic functions. Mobile 
homes are now often taxed as 
vehicles. 


Rezoning problems are bound 


to arise or increase as the pres- 
sure for mobile home space 
grows. Strict regulations cover 
sites in most urban areas. Will 
they have to be strengthened— 
or relaxed? 


Conventional 
housing 
has 


been priced beyond the means 
of many families, but a mobile 
home can be bought new, fur- 


nished, for less than $6,000, al- 
though land costs or rent must 
be added to that. 


Still, it is without question the 


least expensive housing, and it 
is often very attractive housing 
as well. 


For several years it was cus- 


tomary to say that the mobile 
home industry was successful 
mainly because of the unavaila- 
bility of conventional housing. 
When conventional housing be- 
came available, it was felt that 
mobiles would decline. 


If the desire persisted for 


quick, efficient housing, it was 
widely believed that modular 
housing, similar in concept and 
factory built, would satisfy cus- 
tomers. 


That has not been the case— 


at least not so immediately. 
.While modular housing gradiv 
ally is contributing to the hous- 
ing boom, sales of mobiles has 
accelerated.

Mao talking to President Nixon 
about?"

TRUMANN, Ark. (AP) - 


The Smith Hospital closed its 
doors for good last month and 
let its employes go as the result 
of what Rep. Bill Alexander, D- 
Ark., called an act of "igno- 
rance" on the part of the feder- 
al government. 


Alexander said that the Smith 


Hospital, which had been in op- 
eration for 12 years, is one of 
several hospitals which will 
succumb to the same fate. 


The hospital, according to Dr. 


Floyd Smith who operated the 
facility, had to close because 
the federal government had im- 
posed certain standards that 
the hospital could not meet. 


Smith said that the same 


standards being required of a 
large 
metropolitan 
hospital 


were being applied to his 17 
bed operation. 


For example, Smith said, the 


hospital had not performed a 
major surgery in over a year. 
Therefore, he said, the require- 
ments applied to the hospital 
regarding surgical equipment 
and staff were unrealistic. 


Smith said that it would have 


been easier to meet the physi- 
cal requirements set out by the 
federal government, but he said 
the 
personnel 
requirements 


were impossible to meet 


He said the personnel re- 


quirements were not reason- 
able, because there was not a 
great supply of trained person- 
nel in the area. 


Trumann only has two prac- 


ticing doctors. 


Smith said that the vehicle 


used to close his hospital were 
the medicaid and medicare pro- 
gram, which were not even 
used in his hospital. 


He said representatives of the 


federal government told state 
Health Department officials 
that if hospitals in the state 
were not brought up to federal 
standards, federal money would 
be withdrawn. 


Smith said he had no alterna- 


tive, but to close the hospital. 


Among the requirements that 


were set out by the federal gov- 
ernment was that the hospital 
have four registered nurses. 
The requirements also said that 
the hospital needed complete 
kitchen facilities and a dieti- 
tian . The hospital has always had 
its meals catered. 


Alexander said the hospital in 


Manila has also been forced to 
close and that there is a possi- 
bility that the Leachville hospi- 
tal will be closed. 


Alexander said the federal 


regulations have been made 
without thinking what problems 
they might cause to the smaller 
hospitals. 


"Three hospitals have been 


affected adversely by uncon- 
scious acts of the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare," Alexander said. "The de- 
partment is now aware of the 
effect of their actions on the 
people of this area. It's like 
winking at a girl in the dark- 
Oat's what happens—nothing. 


"They have required stand- 


ards of nonurban clinics and 
hospitals which are unreason- 
able and unrealistic," Alexan- 
der said.

Outlook Quarterly, o v e r- 
crowding, pollution and high 
crime rates are examples of 
the many interwoven prob- 
lems that challenge city gov- 
ernments from c o a s t to 
coast. 


C o p i n g effectively with 


these complex issues calls 
for sophisticated managerial 
techniques, and many com- 
munities are turning to spe- 
cialists who have such skills 
—namely, city managers.

Sala- 
ries of assistant city man- 
agers average about $14.000 
a year. 


It should be kept in mind, 


however, that m o s t city 
managers work more than 
40 hours a week, including 
w e e k e n d s and evenings 
when citizens' groups meet 
to settle emergency prob- 
lems. 


The minimum educational 


background needed for en- 
trance into this profession is 
a bachelor's degree, prefer- 
ably with a major in politi- 
cal science or public admin- 
istration. A master's degree 
in public or municipal ad- 
ministration, however, is in- 
creasingly preferred.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


just read a book in which the 
author claims that spring 
water, well water, river or 
lake water or tap water is 
unfit to drink because they 
all contain inorganic miner- 
als that form deposits in the 
arteries, causing atherusle- 
rosis which shortens life. 
The author claims that dis- 
iilled water is the only water 
which is fit to drink. May 1 
please have your opinion on 
what kind of water is best 
and safest to drink" 1 am 
concerned about whether or 
not the bones might become 
brittle from lack^oi calcium 
it one were to drink only dis- 
tilled water. 


Dear Header—My response 


U. the b o o k you read is 
•-Rubbish! " The safest water 
tor must people to drink is 


the tap water that comes 
from their city water supply. 
There are stringent public 
health regulations that con- 
trol the factors that prevent 
the development of excess 
bacteria in such water. 


As far as the claim that 


the minerals in the water 
will c a u s e atherosclerosis, 
this is totally without founda- 
tion. In fact, various epidem- 
iology studies designed to 
;-oot out factors that are as- 
sociated with atherosclerosis 
have persistently turned up 
ihe interesting observation 
that heart attacks and heart 
disease seem to be less fre- 
quent in locations w h e r e 
there ;s hard icaier and lots 
of mineral in the water. The 
difference isn't much, but it 
certainly shoots down any 
idea that the minerals cause 
atherosclerosis. 


Usually, bottled distilled 


water is a safe drink and if 
you don't like the taste of 
>our local water it would be 
useful in most instances. It 
is not without its dangers. 
Bottled water with certain 
normal chemicals for the 
body in it was found to be 
associated with a lot of in- 
fections c a u s i n g bacterial 
shock even though this medi- 
cally prepared sterile water 
was administered in the hos- 
pital environment. The phar- 
maceutical house producing 
the bottled water for intra- 
venous administration dis- 
covered after a long search 
that the bottle caps had be- 
come contaminated in the 
process. Nuthiiui is 100 per 
cent sale 


Unless the spring water, 


bottled or not, or well water 
or other sources of water 
h a v e been carefully regu- 
lated by the public health 
agency, it is less likely to be 


safe. Bottled water is fre- 
quently not under the strin- 
gent public health control 
that your city water is and 
for this reason there is a 
greater danger that it might 
c o n t a i n 
some 
harmful 


germs. 


Many people in the world 


live free of disease, using 
contaminated water, by boil- 
ing the water. If water is 
boiled for a sufficient length 
of time it kills almost all 
germs that we know of that 
cause any significant prob- 
lems to the body. This may 
be one reason why hot tea is 
so popular in the Orient.

Gold Medal 
Winner Tries 
For NewTitle 


ESKILSTUNA, Sweden ( A P ) 


— Ard Schenk, winner of three 
gold medals in the 1972 Winter 
Olympic 
Games 
and 
four 


events at last week's World 
Speed Skating Championships, 
tries to add two more titles in 
the World Spring Champion- 
snips, starting today. 


The Flying Dutchman capti- 


vated the Olympic audience at 
Sapporo, Japan earlier this 
month when he won the 1,000, 
1,500 and 3,000-meter races. He 
was beaten in the 500 by West 
Germany's Erhard Keller. But 
Keller is not entered in the 500 
and 1,000-meter sprint races, 
leaving Sweden's Hans Boerjes 
as the 
chief 
opposition 
for 


Schenk, who swept all four 
events at the World Champion- 
ships last weekend in Oslo. 


Schenk, however, is rated 


better at distances of 1,000 me- 
ters and over, while Boerjes ex- 
cels at 500, a distance at which 
he formerly held the record. 


Dutch Coach Leon Pfrommer 


was cautiously optimistic about 
Schenk's chances for a sweep. 
"I am not sure Ard can make 
it," he said. "He has to face 
four or five other sprint aces." 


While Schenk will be aiming 


to continue his amazing streak 
of victories, Dianne Holum of 
Northbrook, 111., winner of two 
Olympic medals, will be carry- 
ing the United States' hopes. 


The 20-year-old Miss Holum 


won the ladies' 1,500-meter race 
and finished second in the 3,000 
meters at Sapporo. But her 
16year-old 
Northbrook team- 


mate, 
Anne 
Henning 
who 


earned a gold medal and a 
bronze in the Olympics, did not 
make the trip to Sweden, re- 
maining home to continue her 
schooling. 


With Miss Henning absent, 


Miss Holum was rated the fa- 
vorite by the other 34 women 
skaters. However, she was re- 
luctant to assume the role. 


"I take this mainly as sprint 


training for the women's dis- 
tance championships at Here- 
enven in The Netherlands. But 
I do hope to do a little better 
than last year." 


The women's world event will 


be held in Hereenven, starting 
March 5. 


Miss Holum's main com- 


petition in ladies' races is ex- 
pected to come from Ludmilla 
Titova of the Soviet Union, 
Monica Pflug and Ruth Bud- 
zisch of East Germany, and 
Stien 
Baas-Kaiser 
and 
Atje 


Keulen-Deelstra of The Nether- 
lands. 


Last year, Miss Holum fin- 


ished third overall in the sprint 
races, which were unofficial In- 
ternational 
Skating 
Junior 


events. 


Vladimir Mouratov of Russia 


and Roar Gronvold of Norway 
were considered the other big 
challengers to Schenk in the 
men's competition.

Marianne M o o r e viewed 
sport as it ought to be. and 
soaringly more. "It 
is a 


legitimate triumph as a feat 
of skill, like writing." she 
once told me. 


She valued ••self-mastery" 


and the joy of deep involve- 
ment: "I'm foolish about 
Willie Mays. He is just full 
of intellectual energy. He 
kind of lets everything go 
for the end in view. Quite 
scientific, and he certainly 
gets around the bases!" 


Marianne Moore, a slight 


(S-SVz), gray-haired woman 
who favored tri-corn hats, 
died on February 5 at age 
84. She was one of Amer- 
ica's most celebrated poets. 
"Her work," T. S. Eliot has 
said, "is a part of the small 
body of durable poetry writ- 
ten in our time." She pos- 
sessed captivating genius to 
see and delight in the inter- 
weaving of seeming dispari- 
ties. She will be profoundly 
missed. 


In her poem. "Baseball 


and 
Writing," 
she 
said: 


"Writing is exciting/ and 
baseball is like writing/ you 
can never tell with either/ 
how it will go/or what you 
will do." 


"Yes," she said in an in- 


terview a few years ago, 
"sport has its counterpart in 
life, and I can hardly credit 
a person who thinks sport is 
mindless. 
An 'intellectual' 


who is above sports really 
isn't an intellectual." 


She saw that "sound tech- 


nique is indispensable to the 
musician, painter, engineer, 
mechanic, athlete, 
fencer, 


boxer." She could be "car- 
ried away" by grace of per- 
formance. About the great 
race horse Tom Fool, she 
wrote: 


"Tom Fool is 'a handy 


horse,' with a chiseled foot. 
You've the beat/ of a dancer 
to a measure or harmonious 
rush/ of a porpoise at the 
prow where the racers all 
win easily—/ like centaurs' 
legs in tune, as when kettle- 
drums compete;/nose rigid 
and suede nostrils spread, a 
light left hand on the/ rein, 
till/well—this is rhapsody." 


"Fortitude," "finesse," 


"equipoise," 
"expertness," 


"the miracle of dexterity," 
were 
highly 
admired by 


Marianne Moore. She be- 
came a solid Dodger fan 
when watching the "vim" 
with which Roy Campanella 
went 
about 
his catching 


chores: 


"I remember his walking 


back to the mound to give 
some earnest advice to the 
pitcher, Karl Spooner. Then 
Roy hastened back to the 
plate. His brisk, confident 
roll was very prepossessing 
and I thought, 'I guess I'll 
have to keep an eye on 
him.'" 


She saw the game and the 


players with a pristine and 
wondrously odd eye. For ex- 
ample: ". . . w i t h cruel 
puma paw, Elston Howard 
lumbers 
lightly 
back 
to 


plate." 


She knew several top ath- 


letes personally. The first 
was Jim Thorpe. In a quirk 
of 
fate, 
Marianne 
Moore 


taught typing and shorthand 
at the Carlisle (Pa.) Indian 
School. Thorpe was her stu- 
dent in 1912 and 1913. 


"James 
was the 
most 


pleasant athlete to watch," 
she said. "He was so limber, 
and could perform wonder- 
ful feats with the grace of 
a leopard, and then take no 
credit for his achievements. 
A very unaffected person." 


She once met Muhammad 


Ali in a restaurant and the 
boxer took her outside and 
demonstrated his "Ali Shuf- 
fle." "Magnificent," she re- 
called. She 
developed 
a 


friendship with Floyd Patter- 
son, respected his triumph 
over a troubled youth. Wrote 
Marianne Moore about Pat- 
terson's autobiography, "Vic- 
tory Over Myself": "The 
victory involved 'application 
and concentration'— age-old 
formula for results in any 
kind of work, profession, art, 
recreation—'powerful 
feel- 


ing and the talent to use 
it.'!" 


Perhaps she understood so 


well the struggles and joys 
of mind and body in orches- 
tration because she herself 
had participated in sports. 


On learning to ride a bi- 


cycle as a teen-ager: "Rid- 
ing itself was hard, but I 
delighted in sweeping down 
smooth roads and looking at 
trees in blossom. That was 
w o r t h w h i l e . " She once 
played tennis almost every 
day, and 
often 
her 
face 


"would become scarlet be- 
cause I was trying so hard 
. . . But I had to—after all, 
I would perish if I couldn't 
try hard. 


"But in sport you must 


learn to accept grieving sit- 
uations, like losing by a 
slight accident. That was

nearly unbearable for me. 
But you can't cry on some- 
one's shoulder. You can't 
ask people to give credit for 
what you don't do. Yet I 
liked something I once read 
in the 
Boston 
Transcript 


about a scull race that Har- 
vard had lost. The p a p e r 
said, 'Win or lose, t h e i r 
speed is marvelous.' Harvard 
still was a w i n n e r in a 
sense." 


In her 80s, in her small 


Greenwich 
Village 
apart- 


ment, M a r i a n n e Moore 
would still exercise by swing- 


ing from a bar in the door- 
way of her bedroom. She 
also had a photograph of 
Honus Wagner which she 
valued: "Whenever I'm de- 
spondent I turn to this pic- 
ture. It puts me in good hu- 
mor. Honus has a look here 
of 
impeccable 
optimism. 


Maybe that's too general, but 
he has no chip on his shoul- 
der, not malicious in any 
way." 


She was both buoyant and 


dogged, 
and 
found 
these 


traits inseparable from the 


pursuit of joy in sport and 
life. This was well-expressed 
in her pithy poem, "1 May, 
I Might, I Must": 


"If you will tell me why 


the fen/ appears impassable. 
I then/ will tell you why I 
think that I/can get across 
it if I try."
